Chinese Unrest, 

The continuance of civil war: 
fare in China has again been 
source of keen regret and has 
greatly restricted the movement of 
merchandise to and from interior 
points, The situation has been 
ably reviewed at the recent an- 
nual meetings of the Hongkong 
and Shanghal Banking Corpora- 
tion and the Hongkong General 
Chamber of Commerce. Tam sure 
you will ahare with me the keenest 
disappointment that when hopes 
were raided and confidence 
atrengthened by the reported gen- 

agreement in the autumn bee 
Marshal Chang Hsueh. 
liang and the Nanking Govern: 
ment, the situation has now taken 
tnother turn for the worse aris- 
ing from the dispute between the 
Nanking “Government’ and the 
Canton section of the Kuomin- 
tany. Uneertainty a to the 
future is once more affecting busi- 
ness, and T fenp the niuch longed 
for period of peaceful trading is 
still very” remote, 

From these remarks, sharchol- 

ders will realise that duc to the 
mentioned the earnings on 
.Yangtsze Fleet were much 
depleted during the yer under re- 
view, ‘In other directions our re- 
fular services were on the whole 
well supported. ‘ 

In the Southern Charter Trades, 
however, business throughout the 
year was in a ver 
dition, tonnage being greatly in ex- 
cess of demand and with Httle or no 
prospect of improvement, several 
German and, Norwegian steamers 
were withdrawn from the Coast 
and alarge amount of tonnage laid 
up at both Hongkong and Singapore.

Exchange Slump. 

The serious decline in the value 
of silver has had a disastrous effect

Jn the carly part of June last year 
the Chinn Const offivers’ Guild-and 
the Marine Engineerp’ Guild of 
China approached the China iwavi- 
gation Co, and the Indo-China 
Steam Navigntion Co. Ltd, re- 
questing that the sterling rates of 
pay should be converted in. full, 
from the beginning of June, at the 
exchunge rate current on the last 
day of cach month. As silver was 
still declining in value‘ this’ request, 
which would have entailed very 
heavy addition: penditure, was 
one which your directors, after due 
consideration, felt could not be 
granted, and lengthy negotiations 
ensued with the result that it was 
ultimately agreed by the two Com- 
panies to pay the salaries of their 
European floating staffs on a basis 
of half at 1/6d. and half at cur- 
rent rate, commencing from — Ist 
July for a period of six months, 
ic, until Slat December, 1930, at 
the end of whien period the ques- 
tion was to be reconsidered. 
Extension Asked. 

On the 4th December the Guilds 
wked for tn extension of this 
arrangement for a further period 

ix months., Your Directors 
were, however, by this time 
seriously concerned on — aecount 
of the further fall in exchange as 
well as the absence of any sign of 
improvement in trade conditions, 
and whilst fully realising that 
not only the members of our 
flontivig staff, but practically 
everyone in the Enst was affected 
by the declining dollar, they felt— 
and with their dagision Tf trust 
you will agree—that so far ag the 
Indo-China S. N. Co. was con- 
cerned, the utmost that wéuld be 
granted was an extension for 
three months only, ic, until 31st 
March, 1931, of the, arrangement 
then in force. 

On 26th February last, the Com- 
pany accordingly notifled the staff 
and the Guilds that on and after 
Ist April, 1981, or as’ Articles ex- 
pired, salaries would be paid in 
full in.

silver; in the ‘cnae of the Endo- 
Chinn Steam Nav., Co., however, 
the same ‘sterling salories aro 
being paid to-day as were paid as 
far back as 1919, and other con- 
cessions such as Home Jeave pay, 
return “pnssages for -huabands, 
wivea and two children up to the 
age af 17 years, subsistence allow- 
ance, married men's atlowante, 
anfe navigation bonus and pon. 
sions still continuc. : 
The Guilda Object. 

The Guilds, however, considered, 
that the reduction to 1/6d° was 
too.drastic u cut, and requested 
that the Compuny should revert to 
the basis of half at 1/9d and half 
at current rate. This, howeyer, 
did not effect the saving desired, 
the current rate having fallon to 
as low as I/— and even less. 
Negotiations are atill in progress 
‘In connaxion with this matter and, 
in the interests of the -Company 
and the men themselves, I carnest- 
ly hope that, wise counsels will 
provail and a friendly conclusion 
be reached.

Difficult, Problem, 

Now, Gentlenicn, to reduce book 
values with a view to | bringing 
them down to the level of present 
market, or realisable; values’ pre- 
‘sents a very dificult problem for 
the simple reason that the latter 
are practically non-existent, due to 
the enormous amount of idle ton- 
nage in the world, and such values 
would, therefore, only be based 
upon unreliable or fictitious ¢s- 
timates. This very point was 
aptly covered by one of our learn- 
ed Judges at Home only quite re- 
cently when he expressed his views 
somewhat ns follows :— 

“That nobody could have sat in 
the Winding Up Court during the 
last cightcen months ot two years 
‘and dealt wjth the affairs of Ship- 
ping Companies without being well 
aware that the estimated value of 
a steamship, even ‘if a new one, 
bore little relation to the figure 
it would realise at » forced sale.” 
Further to illustrate the difficul- 

tics attached to this {important 
question, it is of particular in- 
terest: to refer to recent statistics 
prepared by the British Chamber 
of Shipping which, according to 
Home papers, showed a 336 per 
cent, Increase in Jaid-up tonnage 
in British ports alone during the 
The figures reveal 
striking evidence of the extent of 
the world-wide depression in trade 
by the fact that on January 12th, 
1930, the idle ships in British ports 
totalled 189 of $66,429 net tons, 
whereas by January lst 1931, this 
figure had risen to’ 656 idle ships 


of 1,693,247 tons. . 


Remarkable: Figures. 

The British Chamber of Ship- 
ping’s most striking estimates, how- 
ever, according to these reports, 
are those relating to the total gross 
tonnage Jaid: up throughout — the 
world, which on Janunry 1st, 1931, 
was estimated at 8,405,000 tons, or 
expressed in dead weight ‘or total 
carrying capacity no less than 
12,608,000 tons, . These are re- 
markahble figures, gentlemen, and 
you will anpreclate the dificulty 
under present conditiona of trade

Arabinn Romance. 


The mystery and, romance of the 
famous Rub. ’al Khali desert, and 
the remarkable legends narrated 
in Eastern market-places regard- 
ing this desolate region of south- 
ern Arabia, seem to lose colour 
beside the wonderful story felated 
by Captain Bertram Thomas on his 
return to London after his opie 
crossing of this ‘impenptrable” 
wild Waste. The British explorer 
is the first living.man known to 
have accomplished the hazardous 
journey auccessfully, and he has 
brought out of the Rub ‘al Khali 
apcecimens of rare flora and fauna, 
which sérve to bear out an amaz- 
ing uccount of his discoveries, 
His collection, now reposing In the 
South Kensington Muséum,  in- 
cludes hundreds of specimens of 
mammals, lizards, grasshoppers 
Wand butterflies, as well as valuable 
geological specimens such as sand, 
water and fossils, Some of the 
animals he found were unknown to 
natural historical students, but 
more romantic are his stories of 
singing sands, of a seven mile salt 
lake below sea level, of caravan 
tracks countless ages old, of 
thousand-feet high steppes, yet 
littered «with sea-shell fossils. 
The caravan tracks may be takon 
ns positive proof that ‘the Arab 
legend of abandoned cities In the 
Rub ’al Khali ig not without foun- 


dation, while the singing sanda]° 


phenomenon is of the greatest In- 
tercat. Similar sands exist in the 
Gobi Desert and in the Sinai Pen- 
insula. Captain Thomas's story of 
his memorable ¢rossing—the great- 
est piece of exploration since the 
war—is expected to be published in 
book form shortly, and it will be 
eagerly awaited. Tho few details 
which have been disclosed so far 
are sufficient to illustrate tho 
magnitude of the achicvement, 
which Sir Arnold Wilson, the Near 
East exploration expert, declarer 
to rink with the finest exploits of 
Stanley, Shackleton and Scott.

NLESS A NATION is con- 
tent to play second fiddle it 

. does not do for her to be super- 
seded in the matter of warships 
or liners. When the  73,000-ton 
Cunarder makes her bow to the 
waves the Blue Riband of the At- 
Inntic will doubtless bo restored.. 
‘Moreover, what the “grent Indy’ 
will reserve until her supremacy 
fs challenged probably none will 
know until tho' time, arrives. 

One of the companies which hava 
changed liner fashions during the 
past two or three years Is .tho 
Royal Mail. Ships of “A” class

Howover, such rendition will be 
impossiblo until such times a6 cor- 
‘tain conditions aro fulfilled: ‘This 
poriod of transition will be “pro- 
bably decades.” 

Ho points out that the Chinoso 
as yot have no exporionce of the 
working of ropresontativo institu. 
tions, and the need for the political 
trnining’of tho Chinese peoplo Is 
recognised inthe provision now 
made for carrying on the National 
Government (the period of politi- 
cal tutelage). 

Mr. Feetham also points out 
that the Settlement administration 
hero fs superior to the Municipal 
-administration of any - Chineso 
urban area; and says the Settle- 
ment is held by tho foreign powers 
under the present treaty arrange- 
ments as trustees for China. “For 
the time being it should be suffl- 
cient, to mect Chinese natlonal 
aspirations, that this trust {fs re- 
cognised and the governing body 
is secking in co-operation with 
the Chinese to discharge its re- 
sponsibilities in the interests of 
tho Forelgn nations and their sub- 
jects and of China.” 

Extrality. 

As regards ‘extrality, Mr. 
Feetham says. it would be Impos- 
sible for the Municipal govern- 
ment as now constituted to con- 
tinuo ff there were a general relin- 
quishment of extrality rights. 

Mr. Feetham suggests the cren- 
tion of n Court to displace the 
Court of Consuls, consisting of 
three qualified Judges, one of 
whom must be Chinese. The 
Court would: assume the jurisdic- 
tion of the Court of Consuls and 
In addition decide cases for the 
purpose of obtaining-an authorita- 
tive decision os regards inter- 
pretation of thé land regulations 
and the validity of the interpreta- 
tion of any Municipal law.—

Pawsnch at by ballce of $56 worth 
of bookbindfny and printing re- 
quisites from 129, Bonham Strand, 
was nlleged agaipat two men, one 
na snlesman and the other a fokl 
before Mr. Willinms, at the Con- 
tral Pollee Court yesterday after- 
noun. The first-enamed defendant 
was also charged with the misappro- 
priation of $72.69, 

Mr. H. L. Dennys appeared for 
the complainants while Mr, M. A. 
da Silva was for the two defen- 
dants, 

Detaillng ‘the events which cul- 
minated ‘in the arrest of the two 
men, Mr. Deunys sald that the com- 
-plainnnt, - -‘Sin Chok-man, nnd. the 
first defendant, Wong King-nyg, 
were both shatcholders of the Sun 
Tai Chung, of 129, Bonham Strand 
and traded in Chinese paper, The 
first defendant held a voéry  {m- 


portant post, that of chief buyer 


and general assistant of the firm. 
.The company apparently got into 
dificulties, and on March 28 list 


_ the whole business, including. the 


goodwill, stock, office furniture and 
all outtatanding accounts — were 
bought by a new syndicate repre- 
sented by the complainant, Sin 
Chok-man, 

The first defendant was re- 
engaged after that transaction as 
chief buyer at a salary plus a per- 
centage of the profits. The com- 
platnant lived at = Wuchow, in his 
nbsence appointing a man named 
Tam Cheung as manager of the 
business. He had entire charge of 
the firfn’s atfairs. 

Shortly after the appointment, 
sometime in April, thy two defen- 
dants In the case started a small 


.| 8hop in the same business at 372, 


Queen’s Road Central, this while 
they were still in the employ of the 
complainant. It was discovered 
that various articles which were the 
aubject of the present charges, had 
been transferred from the com- 
plainant’s shop to the premises of 
the defendants, 

Statementa made by the defen- 
dants in answer to the charges were 
that they had only temporarily 
borrowed the goods.’ Against, the 
first. defendant there was also a 
charge of his having collected 
$47.41 from the Sun Kee Yuen Yut 
Restaurant which had not been ac. 
counted for, while ‘an additional 
charge was that of misappropria- 
tion of a second sum of $24.88 he 
had received in the coutse of his 
duties. 

After evidence was heard, his 
Worship decided there was no 
case against one of the men, Lai 
Kam, who was discharged. The
